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Permit  Parking  for  St.  Mary’s  Park 


The  next  SMPIC  meeting  will  be  Tuesday,  March  14  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  St.  Mary's  Park  Recreation  Center,  Murray  and 
Justin.  The  main  focus  of  the  meeting  will  be  to  discuss  the 
proposal  of  permit  parking  for  St.  Mary'  Park. 

There  have  been  numerous  complaints  from  Park  residents 
concerning  illegally  parked  cars,  abandoned  vehicles  and 
non-resident  autos  parked  for  long  periods  of  time  in  St. 
Mary's  Park.  It  appears  the  situation  has  worsened  and  effects 
primarily  the  residents  whose  streets  border  the  perimeter  of 
the  neighborhood.  At  the  request  of  Park  residents  from  the 
December  1994  SMPIC  meeting,  we  have  investigated  the 
possibility  of  converting  St.  Mary's  Park  into  a  residential 
parking  permit  neighborhood. 

The  parking  permit  program  works  as  follows: 

•  The  neighborhood  must  designate  the  boundaries  of  the 
area  to  be  incorporated  into  the  plan. 

•  50%  of  the  residents  on  each  of  the  streets  included  must 
sign  a  petition. 

•  The  petition  is  presented  to  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors. 

•  The  Dept,  of  Parking  and  Traffic  will  conduct  a  study. 

•  A  public  hearing  will  be  held  to  announce  the  findings 
from  the  above  studies  and  discuss  the  ordinance. 

•  The  final  decision  to  adopt  the  parking  permit  plan  will 
be  determined  by  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors. 


February  Crime  Watch 

Crack  Doum  on  Leash  Law — Curb  Your  Dog  Law 


The  Ingleside  police  department  reports  a  relatively  quiet  St. 
Marys'  Park  for  the  month  of  February.  However,  a  truck  was 
stolen  and  a  stolen  vehicle  was  recovered  on  the  200  block  of 
Benton.  Over  the  last  few  months,  there  have  been  many  stolen 
vehicles  recovered  in  the  SMP  area.  Report  any  abandoned  vehi¬ 
cles  to  police  at  781-5865.  No  purse  snatchings  or  robberies  were 
reported.  On  another  note,  per  the  February  SMPIC  meeting, 
there  was  considerable  discussion  about  the  subject  of  DOGS. 
Mans'  best  friend  can  often  become  a  neighbors  worst  enemy.  The 
City  of  San  Francisco  Police  code  clearly  states  that  dogs  must  be 
kept  on  leash  when  in  the  general  public  as  well  as  their  droppings 
picked  up  immediately  by  the  attendee.  The  failure  to  comply 
with  these  codes  by  many  dog  owners  and  attendees  is  becoming 
a  disturbing  problem  for  residents  as  well  as  a  serious  menace  for 
our  SMP  lawn  maintenance  crew.  Even  more  disturbing  is  the  fact 
that  many  violating  dogs  are  owned  by  residents  of  our  own  neigh¬ 
borhood.  Allowing  dogs  to  defecate  on  the  lawns  and  sidewalks  of 
our  neighborhood  is  a  blight  for  the  entire  community.Quite 
frankly,  residents  are  fed-up  and  will  no  longer  tolerate  this  activ¬ 
ity.  Everyone  is  asked  to  address  this  problem.  If  you  have  a  dog, 
you  are  expected  to  clean  up  after  them.  If  you  see  a  dog  and 
attendee  in  violation,  speak  up.  Let  that  person  know  that  the  res¬ 
idents  of  St.  Marys’  Park  will  no  longer  condone  such  blatant  dis¬ 
regard  for  the  law.  And  remember,  the  dog  is  not  to  blame.  The 
owner  or  attendee  is  the  true  problem. 


Once  the  program  is  enacted,  signs  will  be  posted  on  the  des¬ 
ignated  streets  and  time-restricted  on-street  parking  will 
begin  (the  time  restrictions  are  generally  for  2-4  hour  stays 
during  8:00  am-6:00  pm  and  are  usually  decided  by  the  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors).  No  parking  permit  is  required  for 
vehicles  parked  in  garages  or  driveways  as  long  as  they  do  not 
block  the  sidewalk  or  street.  The  cost  of  the  plan  is  $21.00 
per  vehicle/per  year.  Exceptions  for  students,  people  needing 
medical  care  and  temporary  guests  also  exist.  To  find  out 
more  about  the  parking  permit  program,  please  come  to  the 
March  SMPIC  meeting.  A  committee  will  be  elected  to 
investigate  the  parking  program. 

In  the  meantime,  should  you  have  problems  with  parked  or 
abandoned  vehicles,  the  following  services  have  proven  to  be 
effective.

•  The  city  of  San  Francisco  has  a  72  hour  maximum 
limit  for  parking  in  the  same  location. 

•  Parking  a  vehicle  on  the  sidewalk  (even  your  own  vehicle 
across  your  own  driveway)  at  any  time  is  a  violation  and  is 
subject  to  be  towed.
